vPEPPJNG UP THE LOW COST 


MEAL 


' Housewives often ihave to fool 
their families. 
This they can do 


quite harmlessly, and be thanked 
for it besides, if they are clever 
cooks. The same old soup, the 
same old greens, the same pota- 
toes, even, says the Bureau of 
Home Economics, reveal new-forms 
and flavors resulting from changes 
in preparation and seasoning. But 
these, like most other things, are 
harder to do when rations 
are 


short than when there is some lee- 
way in the family purse. How far 
can inexpensive seasonings go to 
vary the low-costs meal? 'What 
are some of the tricks of getting 
variety in flavor ? 


The recipe specialist of the Bu- 


reau :pf Home Economics, Mrs. 
"Fanny Walker Yeatman, baa some 
suggestions about this. Says she: 
"One of the best ways to give flav- 
or to soup and stews is to brown, 
in fat, the meat and vegetables 
that; go into them. Also use crisp- 
ed bits of salt pork or bacon, added 
at the last minute, instead of put- 
ting .them in 'as is' and at the be- 
ginning., A stew made this way 
will taste quite different from the 
stew made of the diced fresh ve- 
getables, or from meat and vege- 
tables simply cooked in water." 


Some of the most attractive sea- 


sonings actually can be grown in 
the kitchen—-in anything from old 
saucer and flower pots to hanging 
baskets or window-boxes. Parsley, 
chives, tyme, mint, tarragon —- all 
of these little plants grow readily 
this way, according to the garden 
specialist of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, Mr. W. R. Beattie, and 
are very ornamental as well as use- 
ful.

rest until the headache and other 
disturbances have disappeared. 


If the attack is severe, call a 


physician at once, so that he may 
prescribe. 
The treatment is es- 


sentially an attempt to reduce the

temperature of the body, for in 
sunstroke there is an exceedingly 
high temperature, which is danger- 
ous and in some casea ma} prove 
fatal. 


Before the doctor comes, the 


best emergency treament is to 
keep the patient cool as possible 
by constant bathing 
with

water. 


Another form of attack, which 


is really not sunstroke, H known 
as heat exhaustions This condition 
is seen in o.ukers and others who 
are steadily exposed to extreme 
r L> ... and its symptoms are differ- 
•_... irom sunstroke. 
There is 


marked muscular pain and dizzi- 
ness and the skin, instead of being 
dry, ia bathed in profuse perspira- 
tion. 
The treatment ie not the 


same as in sunstroke, but careful 
medical <• care is needed. 


During hot days it is best to 
bathe often and rest as much as 
possible, and this is particularly im- 
portant for the aged and the very 
young. 
Sunstroke ia especially 


dangerous to old people, and they 
should not work during extremely 
hot weather. Children should not 
be permitted to race around during 
hot days and should be bathed at 
least three or four times during 
the day. 


If a child complains of headache 


on a hot day and does not eat his 
food, he may be suffering from 
effects of the heat. 
If his tem- 


perature is high, consult with youi 
physician at once.
